Pnardeberg, Orange Free State, Feb. 
10 -As night fell after the terrible fight- 
ing which lasted all day Sunday, 
there was a sudden cessation of lire. 
Both sides were thoroughly tired and 
glad to rest. The work of collecting 
the dead aud wounded proceeded, and 
the men slept where they had fought 
the whole day. The action was one of 
the most fearfully contested in the his- 
tory of the war, the Boors lighting 
>ly for their lives and the British de- 
termined to harass them. The mounted 
infantry did good work, and the High- 
land Brigade fought steadily and 
sternly. The whole force behaved well. 
On Sunday evening the cordon around 
the Boers was completely closed. On 
every side was perfect silence. 

A few Boers came into camp during 
the night and confessed they were sick 
of lighting, mid that Cronje was being 
urged to surrender. Cronjes force 
occupied the river bod. All the ani- 
mals and the men suffered terribly from 
thirst, as it was impossible to transport 
water. A heavy thunder storm in the 
afternoon, however, considerably re- 
lieved their suffering. 

Monday morning found the Boers in 
the same place. During the night they 
had constructed entrenchments around 
the laager, which was still threatened 
by Gen. Smith-Dorrien. 

The infantry rested after the terrible 
hard day's lighting on Sunday. The 
mounted infantry and n battery of horse 
artillery started to observe the enemy, 
who was holding a kopje, but while rid- 
ing around the southern side of the 
kopje they received a heavy fusilade 
and were obliged to move further out. 
They sustained no casualties. This 
was' attributed to bad Boer marksman- 
ship. Pushing on. the detachment 
found the kopje extended a considerable 
distance west, sloping gradually to the 
plain. They seized a good defensive 
position, which was garrisoned. They 
continued the movement and completely 
turned the Boers, whose left was held 
strongly by a farm house. This was 
vigorously shelled. The detachment re- 
turned to camp at nightfall, leaving a 
garrison on the bridge. 

Meanwhile a desultory bombardment 
of the Boer position was kept up, and 
a good deal of ritle fire concentrated 
where the Essex regiment was attempt- 
ing to rush up the river. About mid- 
day the cry " Gen. French has arrived" 
was passed down the ranks, but his 
division operated out of sight of our 
forces. 

When Itoberts arrived he addressed 
several regiments and was vigorously 
cheered. 

Early in the day Gen, Cronje asked 
for a "twenty-four hours' armistice in 
order to bury his dead. Lord Kitchener 
refused, and a little later came another 
messenger with word to the effect that 
if the British were inhuman enough to 
refuse an armistice for the purpose of 
burying the dead, Cronje saw no other 
course but to surrender. Upon receipt 
of this message Kitchener proceeded to 
the Boor laager in order to arrange the 
capitulation, hut he was met by a mes- 
senger who said Gen. Cronje said that 
the whole thing was a mistake, that 
Cronje had not the slightest intention 
of surrendering, but would fight until 
he died. Kitchener returned and or- 
dered bombardment of the Boer posi- 
tion. 

Three field batteries and a howitzer 
battery took a position in front of the 
laager and began an accurate fire. ^the 
howitzers using lyddite shells freely. 
The Boers were seen retiring from the 
trenches to the river bed in order to 
seek cover, but no cover could protect 
them from such a deadly fire. The 
howitzer dropped lyddite shells with pcr- 
cision into the very bed of the river, and 
the trenches were soon tilled with hor- 
rible fumes and green smoke. But the 
enemy held grimly on. 

Again during the night deserters arriv- 
ed. They were much frightened and 
shaken by the awful experience. They 
reported that they had water m abund- 
ance, but were unable to draw only 
scanty supply from their laager dur- 
ing the night". 

The morning sun disclosed the Boers 
toiling like ants on the entrenchments 
around their laager. A few shells were 
fired to prevent them continuing work, 
but most of the day was quiet. 

Gen. French's artillery was heard off 
to the east, presumably bombarding the 
Boer's reinforcements. 

Every opportunity was given the 
Boers 'to surrender, but when towards 
afternoon, there was no sign of any 
Such intentions, Roberts determined to 
crush once for ail Gen. Cronjes resist- 
ance. 

On the south bank of (he river, at a 
range of about 2,000 yards, were placed 
three field batteries and two naval 12- 
nounders, and on the north bank one 
howitzer, three field batteries and three 
naval 4.7 guns, 

Then followed the most wondcrfu 
scene it was ever this correspondent s 
lot to witness. Once before, in Thessa- 
lv, he had seen 110 guns in action, but 
never such a number of powerful guns 
concentrating their fire upon a spot 
about a mile square. The exploding 
lyddite shells raised large clouds of 
green smoke, completely filling the bed 
of the river. The shrapnel burst on the 
edge of each hank, except for a Bhort 
space where the proximity of the Brit- 
ish infantry made it dangerous. Our 



shells searched every bush aud every 
ravine in the river bed. The machine 
guns must have done terrible execution 
The roar was deafening. Yet with a 
spirit of desperate madness the Boers 
would now and again attempt to snipe 
the naval guns which were firing at a 
range of 1,000 yards. The long Tine of 
three batteries belched their death mis- 
siles, while on each side lay two battal- 
ions of infantry whose Maxima sounded 
petty beside the roaring of the big guns. 

This despatch is being written in the 
middle of a sleeping camp. Not a sound 
disturbs the heavy slumber of the tired 
soldiers. Down the river bed, not a lire 
is seen, not a cry heard.

Chieveley, Thursday, Feb. 22.— The 
main body of Boers has fled, evidently 
with the object of stemming the ad- 
vance of Lord Boberts. 

Colenso, Natal, Feb. 21.— (Via Chieve- 
ley, Feb. 22.)— The British have crossed 
the Tugela over the pontoons north- 
ward of Illungwana, and now occupy 
Fort Wylie. 

White's Naval Brigade bombarded 
Grobler's Kloof yesterday, with the 
Boer big Creusote replying. 

After the occupation of Colenso a 
small party of Thorneycroft'a Horse 
crossed the river, but were driven back 
by fire from the trenches. 

'The Boer guns are still shelling the 
relieving force from the hills south of 
Ladysmith, but the impression is spread- 
ing that they are merely covering the 
retreat of the entire Boer force. 

Buller's casualties on the 20th and 
21st were: Killed— Capt. Grentloek and 
Lieutenants Ketieth, Falconer and 
Parry, of the Somersetshire Light In- 
fantry, and 9 men. Wounded— Six offi- 
cers and 07 men. Missing— Five men. 

Head Laager, Ladysmith, Feb. 21.— 
There was heavy fighting all Monday 
aud Tuesday, and it has continued since 
early this morning. 

Our officers hope to dislodge the Brit- 
ish from their position. 

Last night a body of British troops 
tried to cross the river, but were beaten 
back with heavy loss. Our loss was 
slight. 

Our positions are being bombarded 
front Ladysmith at a point where the 
Klip river passes through the hills. 
Our "Long Tom " is replying with good 
effect. 



BULLETINS FROM PRETORIA. 

Give News of Engagements With 
Forces Hurrying to Join Cronje. 

London, Feb. 23.— Bulletins from Pre- 
toria give the Boer version of the fight- 
ing in Orange Free State, and mention 
engagements between Paardeberg aud 
Bloemfontein not hitherto reported. 
Petrusburg is some thirty miles east of 
Paardeberg. The bulletins say: 

Pretoria, Feb. 21.— At Petrusburg 
cannon firing commenced at in the 
morning. A big fight was expected to- 
day. 

Dewet telegraphed from Petrusburg 
that all was quiet excepting several 
cannon shots and small skirmishes. 
Yesterday evening the British stormed 
federal positions as far as Scbauser, 
but were driven back. 

A message from Gen. Cronje is to the 
effect that his loss yesterday was 14 
killed and wounded. 

Pretoria, Feb. 22. — Dewet's loss was 
nil. 

Commandant Fronoman reports that 
from February 15 to February 20 he 
was almost surrounded by British at 
the Modder River, when with a small 
number of men he broke through the 
river. 

On Sunday there was a heavy fight. 
The British prepared to lay siege to the 
Boer laager, with fighting general. We 
were surrounded by 2,200 British five 
miles from tiie chief laager. At night 
wo cut through with the loss of seven 
dead and sixteen wounded. The loss 
to the British was heavy. 

Yesterday we cut our way through to 
reach Dewet, who was in the neighbor- 
hood. 

Fifty-three prisoners formerly taken 
have been forwarded. 

It is reported that the British were 
attacking Koodoosrand yesterday with 
infantry and lancers, but they were 
driven back.

The Semliu-Cotton administration 
met its fate at the hands of the people's 
elected representatives on the floor of 
the house yesterday afternoon, being de- 
feated on the motion for second reading 
of the Redistribution bill, which the 
members of the ministerial party had 
unanimously agreed would be the best 
legislation upon which they could ap- 
peal to the country. 

Although looked for for days, the col- 
lapse of the government when it did 
mature, came in somewhat unexpected 
manner to the public, Victoria's third 
member (Mr. Richard Hall) having the 
honor of touching the button that ex- 
ploded the opposition's well-arranged 
mine. 

It was after the second reading de- 
bate had been continued by ' Messrs. 
Higglns, Neill, Booth, Kellie, .T. M. 
Martin, Pooley and Turner— the general 
discussion being so dry as to invite tin- 
match which Mr. Dull had ready to 
apply. His speech in doing so was 
neither long nor pretentious, though 
fruitful in important consequences. 

"I would move the previous question," 
he said— and even the crowded galleries 
understood that, this was intended as the 
motion that was to put the struggling) 
government out of its misery. All parts 
of the assembly took on an expectancy 
and suppressed excitement, while mem- 
bers hurried in from restaurant or 
library at the summons of the division 
bell. 

"The previous question lias been mov- 
ed," said Mr. Speaker Forster— " aro 
you ready for the question?" 

"AYE," shouted the opposition. 

"AYE," said the government ranks 
quietly, realizing that the end had 
come. 

"Shall the motion carry?" 

"AYE," again chorused the triumph- 
ant opposition. 

The "noes" were manifestly less vo- 
ciferous. 

"The 'ayes' have it, I think," said Mr. 
Speaker, while the members of the op- 
position raised a cheer in which the 
galleries joined enthusiastically.

PAPER WILL BE DEARER. 

Canadian Makers Form a Union and 
Announces Twenty-Five Per 
Gent.

.Montreal, Feb. 23.— The paper manu- 
facturers of the Dominion formed an 
association to-day for the control of 
prices. In common with other manu- 
facturers they have felt the general in- 
crease in prices of articles entering in- 
to the cost of production, but they were 
unable to advance their own prices 
heretofore owing to the absence of a 
union. This difficulty was overcome to- 
day. Eighteen out of twenty-two paper 
manufacturers of the Dominion were 
represented at a meeting in the Windsor 
and agreed they agreed upon a basis of 
association. Four firms represented 
who, however, are small, will, it is ex- 
pected join. The first step of the new 
association was to order an increase of 
25 per cent, on all lines of newspaper, 
wrapping, note and every other kind of 
paper. In order to provide against cut- 
ting of price or evasion of the agree- 
ment the firm of Jenkins & Hardy, 
Toronto, was appointed secretary-treas- 
urer. Any disputes will be referred to 
them and they will have power to im- 
pose fines upon any member of the as- 
sociation breaking the agreement.

The house adjourned almost imme- 
diately thereafter, Mr. Turner having 
expressed the hope that the government 
would arrange to have pending private 
legislation completed prior to the ter- 
minating of the session. 

It was not until the members were 
out in the lobbies that all tongues were 
loosened and the crowning incidents of 
the day were thoroughly discussed in 
all their various phases. As u rule the 
members of the-governinent-that-was 
accepted the defeat philosophically, as 
something to which they had been look- 
ing forward and were rather glad to 
have had come in the way it had. A 
few were bellicose, however, and Mr. 
Jos. Martin's erstwhile warm admirers 
—.Mr. Ralph Smith and Mr. Kellit — 
were found holding up that doughty 
politician with hot upbraiding* that 
threatened for a time to run into some- 
thing yet more serious. 

This, with the second chapter of the 
exchange of compliments between the 
member fur South Victoria and the 
member for Alberni, had certainly left 
no one room to complain of lark o£ ex- 
citement in the eventful day.

DEATH OF JAMES YATES. 

One of the Early Settlers in Victoria 
Died in Edinburgh Yesterday. 

The death occurred near Edinburgh. 
Scotland, yesterday of Mr. James 
Yates, one of the first wdiite men to 
settle in Victoria, but who has not 
been here for a number of years. The 
deceased was the father of Aid. James 
S. and Mr. H. M. Yates, of this city. 
He first came to Victoria for the Hud- 
son's Bay Company in 1849, having 
charge of the repairs of fhe company's 
ships which came out with merchan- 
dise. Although articled for three years 
be only remained with thpm for IS 
months after his arrival here. Seeing 
the possibilities of building up a large 
trading business he started for himself, 
at first on n small scale, but it soon 
grew to large proportions, He pur- 
chased skins and furs from the Indians, 
as did the Hudson's Bay Company, and 
sending them to Edinburgh received 
general merchandise in exchange. Mr. 
Yates remained in Victoria until 1802, 
when he took his children home to be 
educated. Returning the same year, 
he remained until 1864, winding up his 
business and going hack to Scotland 
and taking up bis residence in a sub- 
urb of Edinburgh, where he resided 
until the time of bis death. 

Mr. Yates bad \ory large property 
interests in Victoria, owning a large 
tract of land nlong the northern side of 
the Arm and extending back to the 
Burnside road. He also owned a lot of 
city and water front property, almost 
all of which was improved. Mr. James 
S. Yafes has been managing this prop- 
erty since his return from Scotland 
some years ago. 

The deceased was SI years of age in 
January last. Besides the two sons re- 
siding here, four daughters survive 
him. At u meeting of the James Bay 
Athletic Association last evening the 
following resolution was passed: 

That this association tenders to its 
vice-president, Aid, James S. Yates, its 
sincere regrets in the death of his 
father, which occurred to-day. 

Just before receiving the cablegram 
announcing the death of his father Aid. 
Yates received a letter stating that he 
was recovering from an attack of in- 
fluenza.

If 
the alarm system is defective we ought 
to know it. He understood that the 
Chief had said that no one was to leave 
the fire ball until he returned on the 
occasion of the receipt of the first 
alarm on the night in question. If so, 
this was very strange. 

Aid. Stewart was of the opinion from 
inquiries which be had made that 
when the Chief was examined all 
charges against the department would 
vanish. 

After some discussion between th 
Mayor and .Messrs. Bradburn am 
Wtills. counsel. Aid. Brydon expressed 
the opinion that the inquiry should pro 
ceed. If the city bad walked into a 
trap the case should not have been 
opened at all. 

Aid. Yates explained that the case 
for the city had not yet been opened. 

Mr. Bradburn mentioned that the 
only real point to decide was the ques- 
tion of the possible defectiveness of the 
tire alarm system, and Mr. Baker had 
no connection with that. 

Mayor Hayward offered the opinion 
that if everything had been proved that 
was put forward by Mr. Baker, the ciP 
would not be liable. In this he wa' 
supported by Mr. Bradburn. 

Aid. Yates made the suggestion that 
the matter be referred to the fire war 
dens for further report, Aid. Cameron 
supporting the idea. The latter point- 
ed out that if then Mr. Baker was not 
satisfied he had other recourse. Why 
not let them investigate, make a report 
ami then proceed? 

After n lit t le discussion It was decided to 
examine Chief Deasy. He explained that 
the wires had been disarranged during the 
storm which occurred before the tliT but 
had examined the boxes afterwards.' On 
the evening of the lire he had heard the 
ulurrn-3 taps; this not being repeated, as 
i* usual, four times, he had telephoned to 
the James Bay station and made inquiries, 
the man on watch there said lie had got 
box -1. The Chief told him to go there and 
himself went to box ;s. He told the man 
[H Hie city station not to fuilow him. {find- 
ing no tire over the Hay and returning to 
town he had reached the corner of Kort 
and Government streets when lie noticed 
a blaze down Government street. He Im- 
mediately drove to the scene of 'the lire 
and on arrival there found the department 
hard at work. He considered It u most 
dangerous lire. A north wind was blowing 
and there was a soap manufacturing con- 
cern In the rear. If ho could have com- 
manded 20 streams of water he would have 
turned them alt on. 

Regurdlug his conversation with Mr. 
Baker, he (Mr. Baker) had only mentioned 
io him that it would be well to put water 
on the vegetables stored In the building. 
Tite Chief explained the workings of the 
lire alarm system, pointing out how when 
o boxes were pulled simultaneously con- 
fusion might result. 

To Mr. Bradburn the Chief explained that 
in Ills experience baled hay was a dangerous 
mbustlble. It burned fiercely on the out- 
side. The department had not been delay- 
d one minute. 

To Mr. Walls the Chief explained the eir- 
Uinsetnces in connection with the reeelv- 
ag of the alarm an the night In question. 

After some further questions, Aid. Yates 
loved that the Inquiry proceed no Cur- 
lier, this being seconded by Aid. Beck- 
witb; Aid. Stewart also supported the

SORBY HARBOR SCHEME. 

Investigation Committee Held an Im- 
portant Meeting Yesterday 
Afternoon. 

The Sorby harbor scheme Investigation 
committee met In the city hall yesterday 
afternoon to hear an explanation from Mr. 
Sorby as to the discrepancies between his 
figures and those submitted by the subcom- 
mittee on finance as the revenue to be ob- 
tained when the work Is complete. The 
committee Anally decided to refer both the 
report of the finance committee and that 
of the committee on real estate to those 
committees to make a Joint report. Be- 
fore this decision was arrived at there was 
some discussion as to the discrepancies. 

There were present at the meeting/) 
Mayor Hayward, In. the chair. Aldermen

In opening the meeting Mayor Hayward 
pointed out that while the finance commit- 
tee figured that the revenue would be 
$70,000 Mr. Sorby placed it at $05,000. Thus 
according to the figures of the finance com- 
mittee the surplus estimated by Mr. Sorby 
was completely wiped out. 

Mr. Sorby replied that the committee had 
made a mistake and that he could explain 
it, while Aid. Brydon contended that they 
bad figured It out differently, 

Mr. Sorby was asked if it was proposed 
that those who rented the wharves were 
to collect the wharfage or whether that 
would go to the harbor trust. 

He replied that the wharfage would go 
to the harbor trust, but the trust would 
pay the taxes and expenses of maintenance. 

Mr. Holland said the finance committee 
had not taken that Into consideration. They 
did not think the lessees would have to pay 
rent and not get the wharfage.

They thought 
that if they could gel such a hill through 
the bouse they could go to the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor and say to him that they 
oughf to be given an opportunity of 
appealing to the new constituencies and 
receive a verdict from the hands of the 
people under the new plan. The intro- 
duction of the measure was a distinct 
admission by the government that tit 
present they do not possess the confi- 
dence either of the house or the country. 
They can by no possible pretence claim 
to be allowed to advise the Lieutenant- 
Governor for another hour, and when 
the house meets on Tuesday the only 
announcement made ought to he thai 
the ministry had resigned and the task 
of forming a now one had been entrust- 
ed to whatever person the Lieutenant- 
Governor may select. 

Mr. Turner very properly mentioned 
the private bills which have been ad- 
vanced some stages in the house, and 
suggested that no matter what occurred 
these should lie put through; bs< we 
submit that the case is one where priv- 
ate advantage must give way to the 
general good, and political events should 
take their regular and constitutional 
course. There will be an early session 
of the house, if the present one comes 
to an immediate end, and the delay in 
the passage of private bills will not be 
very serious. The whole responsibility 
for the delay in dealing with these bills 
rests upon the government. A whole 
week has been wasted while the govern- 
ment, have been scheming to hold on. 
During that week every private bill 
now before the house might have been 
disposed of; but the government were 
afraid to allow legislation to take its 
regular course, and the result is that 
there is a considerable amount of un- 
finished business on hand. This in 
consequent' of having in so-called con- 
trol of the business of the country a 
political combination, having no other 
object than to retain its dutch upon 
office, a combination nominally headed 
by a gentleman who does not possess 
the qualities of a leader, and really 
dominated by a political trickster. 
There lias not been a solitary piece ot 
honest politics performed by this ad- 
ministration since the house opened. It 
is open, public and notorious that with 
as solid and loyal a following as any 
government ever had. the real lender of 
the ministry has been plotting day and 
night to secure support from the opposi- 
tion, undertaking as the price thereof 
to sacrifice his present political friends 
and even members of the cabinet 
which he belongs. The same discredit- 
able tactics as characterized his course 
during the session of 1S97, when, while 
voting with the opposition by day. he 
was intriguing with the government at 
night in the hope of securing a seat in 
the cabinet, have marked his conduct 
during the present session. One report, 
which apparently has nil the elements 
of truthfulness, was to the effect that 
one of the victims of this gentleman's 
intrigues was to be a member of the 
.eovernniont, who is possibly subject to 
an exceedingly heavy penalty for sitting 
in the house and giving his assistance 
to keep the government in power. 

That the government is likely to make 
an attempt even now to effect n coali- 
tion is quite possible. . That , such an 



attempt will fail is certain. There is 
nothing to coalesce on. The nominal 
and actual leaders of the ministry have 
utterly lost the confidence of the coun- 
try. They represent nothing but the 
political vice of office-seeking. There 
is not a single principle, with which 
they have been identified, that they 
have not shown themselves ready to 
sacrifice for the sake of office. The. 
present session shows them to be time- 
servers of the extreme type, to be un- 
true to every principle with which they 
have been associated. A coalition 
In: acceptable to neither the house nor 
the province. 

All eyes are now directed towards 
Government House, and on every one's 
lips is the question: What will the 
Governor do V His responsibility is 
very great in the emergency which has 
arisen. It is for him to decide whether 
British Columbia shall have a govern- 
ment, which will be truly representa- 
tive of the best interests of the prov- 
ince, or the political chaos existing for 
the past few months shall continue 
We do not desire to add to his respon- 
sibility or to say anything calculated to 
embarrass him in any way. Let him 
only select as leader of a new ministry 
some gentleman in whom there is reason 
to believe the people of the province 
have confidence, some one who can be 
reasonably expected to lift the province 
out of the rut of political intrigue and 
conduct its affairs on business lines, 
some one win. will respect constitutional 
practice ami restore to us responsible 
government, mid he w ill have done bis 
duty in a very grave crisis. 



discordant note in connection with the

If anything like a decisive 
step hail been taken, by the force under 
Lord Roberts, it is hardly possible that 
the war office would not have been so 
advised. 

MR. NEILL'S EXPLANATION. 

Mr. Neill's explanation of his " heady 
patriotism" remark does not. make it 
any better even if we accept it as abso- 
lutely correct. He admits that he 
spoke of "heady patriotism and politi- 
cal loyalty " in connection with the 
losses sustained by the Royal Canadians 
in {South Africa, but says what he had 
in mind was the opposition in the bouse. 
The technicalities of procedure in the 
legislature make it necessary for the 
house to accept a statement of 
kind, but the general public an 
bound by any such rule. The, 
lake the known facts of the ens 
draw their own conclusions. 
Kberts stated in the house on Thursday 
that the remark had been made to him 
by Mr. Neill. ami that the reference was 
to what he called "the heady patriotism" 
of the Canadian volunteers. In reply 
lo this definite and specific allegation, 
.Mr. Neill answered that it had been 
made in the course of a private conver- 
sation ami ought not to have been re- 
peated in the bouse. lie did not ven- 
ture then to deny the truth of what Mr. 
Eberts had said. Having a night to 
think it over, ho came' before the house 
with a revised version of his remark to 
the effect given above. The scene in 
the house yesterday when Mr. Neill 
brought the matter up on a question of 
privilege was an exceedingly painful 
one, and there was a direct contradic- 
tion between him and Mr. Eberts. If 
we were called upon to judge between 
the statements of the two members we 
should have to decide that Mr. Eberts' 
version of the transact ion was the cor- 
rect one, and we think the general pub- 
lic will reach the same conclusion; hut 
••is we look at the matter it is quite im- 
material which of them is entirely ac- 
curate. A reflection upon the patriot- 
ism of our boys at the front would 
arouse more indignation than one upon 
Mr. Neill's political opponents, hut Hie 
serious point in this connection is that 
Mr. Neill's only thought when the sad, 
if glorious, news (torn South Africa 
came was that it would bo a lesson to 
somebody or other, whose loyalty 
offended bis fine taste. It has re- 
mained for Mr. Neill to sound the only 



tweeu the people of this Island and of 
the portion of the province which they 
represent. This is a very great error 
indeed. There is I he greatest sympathy 
OU the Island with the interests and 
welfare of Knot euay. This excellent 
and highly promising part of the prov- 
ince was opened to settlement and in- 
vestment largely, if not wholly, through 
the policy of successive governments, in 
which Island representation predomin- 
ated.

Mr. Neill (with increasing heat)— I 
insist. Mr. Speaker," that you should 
enforce your order." 

Then, after a considerable pause, 

"Are you going to enforce your auth- 
ority or not?" 

Mr. Speaker—" The house can take it 
out of my hands." 

Mr. Joseph Martin—" i beg to s.ig- 
gest this is not the proper course to 
take in this matter. There is no i\ucs 
lion at all as to what bis powers are ir 
matters of this kind.

KITIMAAT RAILWAY BILL. 

Mr. Green, for the private bills com- 
mittee, presented the eighteenth report 
of that body, presenting the bill of the 
Kitimnat Railway & Navigation Co. 
INSANIO ASYLUM INQUIRY. 

Mr. Higgins presented the report of 
the select committee appointed to visit 
the provincial asylum at New West- 
minster. It appears in full in another 
column. 

Mr. Kellie had understood there was 
something wrong at the asylum, into 
which inquiry was to be made. Did 
the committee intend to make a subse- 
quent report? 

Mr. Higgins— We may. You will 
notice we haven't yet asked to be dis- 
charged. 

FIRST READINGS. 

First readings were given the hills to 
provide for an official scaling of timber 
(Hon. Mr. Cotton); and to facilitate 
the incorporation of the town of 
Phoenix (Mr. J. M. Martin). The 
second readings werei set tor the next 
sitting of the house. 

WESTERN TELEPHONE BILL. 

Mr. J. M. Martin moved: "That the 
report of the committee on private bills 
and standing orders, in so far as it re- 
lates to the petition of the Western 
Telephone & Telegraph Compiny, he 
not received, but that the standing or- 
ders of this house be suspended to allow 
the bill to be introduced on payment of 
double fees." 

Mr. Higgins- Is that resolution 
order? 

.Mr. Speaker — It is. 

Mr. Higgins— I've no objection. 

The resolution was curried. 
REDISTRIBUTION. 

" I now move that we proceed to the 
Orders of the Day," said Hon. Mr. 
Semlin, unci the debate on the redistri- 
bution proposal was thereupon resumed. 

MR. JOSEPH MARTIN thought 
that the government should certainly 
have taken more effectual measures for 
getting this redistribution bill through 
the house. As it was the bill, no mat- 
ter how the government and ' house 
might wish to expedite its passage, 
would have to wait from day to day, 
according to the rules. In the House 
of Commons and in other parliament- 
ary bodies, on such occasions, the prac- 
tice was to call special sessions for 
evening, so that instead of the night 
session being a continuation and part 
of the day's assembly, it was to be re- 
garded as a separate sitting, and thus 
two stnges be dealt with in a single 
day. Brief and desultory discussion of 
this suggestion followed. 

MR. HIGGINS then continued the 
debate. He attacked the bill with re- 
luctance, he said, in the first place be- 
cause of its importance, and in the 
second place because it bore on its face 
evidence that it had been brought down 
by the government in a state of panic, 
the result of the junior member for 
Vancouver's resolution. Prima facie 
evidence that the bill had not been 
maturely considered was found in the 
absence of any maps or definite infor- 
mation upon which the house might 
proceed intelligently in consideration of 
its provisions. If further evidence were 
needed to the snme effect it was found 
in the fact that no reference whatever 
had been made to such a measure in the 
speech from the throne, while on the 
contrary there had been a provision 
there for a partial measure giving a 
member to the Boundary country. The 
fact was that this bill had been brought 
down hurriedly and without due con- 
sideration, under the whip of the mem- 
ber for Vancouver. It was not a fnir 
bill or one that would do justice to the 
interests and industries of the country. 
That it was unfair nnd designed to 
secure the working out of political am- 
bitions was evidenced in the fact that 
Esquimau (which had fallen under the 
ban of the present government) was re- 
duced from two members to one: while 
A'lbcr'ni, with a much less population, 
retained its member. Other features 
of the bill were commented on. while 
the member for Esquihinlt referred 
with indignation to the cancellation of 
the voters' lists of Victoria and Now 
Westminster, which must have been 
done with sinister object, and which 
would not stand good if tested in the! 
courts, as he had boon advised by good ; 
lawyers. It was to bo noted that the 
member for South Nanaimo had. got a j 



gerrymander line to benefit him in his 
district. Extraordinary powers were 
conferred in the hill, which the house 
should not under any circumstances 
approve; and no member of the govern- 
ment had yet been bold enough to en- 
dorse the statement from Mr. Kellie, 
who apparently spoke as in the confi- 
dence of the administration, when he 
had said that the passage of this legis- 
lation' was preliminary lo an appeal to 
the people, and that the government 
had "been working out the bill for 
some time past." 

Mr. Kellie — I speak for myself, and 
for myself only, sir. 

Mr. Higgins, continuing, said that he 
had already drawn attention to the fact 
that there was not a map or any other 
kind of information before the hotase 
whereon this bill could bo intelligently 
studied. The house should demand a 
map of some kind before it proceeded to 
the discission of this bill. The very 
fact that those important matters had 
been forgotten or at any rate omitted, 
was prima facie evidence that the gov- 
ernment never intended to bring in this 
measure until forced to do so a few 
days ago. lie referred to the manner 
in which the member for Rossland had 
rubbed his bauds when it was announc- 
ed that another member was to. be 
granted for Boundary, and declared the 
arrangement to be perfectly satisfac- 
tory. Mr. Tisdall, also had spoken in 
the most glowing terms of the Alien 
Labor Law, and almost immediately 
afterwards the government had intro- 
duced legislation to repeal that Jaw. 
The fact of the matter was, that tbi 
hill was prepared under the goad ami 
lash of the hon. member for Vancouver 
—one could almost bear the swish of 
his whip as.it struck tin- shrinking 
forms. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Higgins then went on to speak of 
the district of hiiquimalt, which was 
to lose one member, and pointed 
its importance, coiiipiiriiiK it with other 
constituencies, and should — though In 
was nut taking oil' his coal or even bill 
toning it up — he could not help feeling 
a little warmth at the manner in which 
the government had attempted to de- 
prive this district of its representation. 
As for the cancellation of voters' listf, 
be never could understand why all four 
re-registration. The trouble with Esqui- 
re-registration. The truble with Esqui- 
nialt was that a large portion of its 
population was now included in tile 
city of Victoria under the name of Vic- 
toria West, and this pulled down the 
voting strength of the district constitu- 
ency. He observed that all the districts 
deprived of members were those which 
had representatives at present on the 
opposition side of the house, whilst the 
constituencies that had benefited were 
supporters of the present government. 
After u reference to the Kootennys, the 
speaker declared that the government 
was moribund and had lost the confi- 
dence of the country and had lost con- 
trol of the house. They could not carry 
on the business of the house; private 
bills were hung up and everything in a 
disorganized state. Reference had been 
made to mining communities, and their 
populations; his knowledge of those 
communities was that they shifted 
about like the sands of the sea. He 
pointed to the cases of Rossland, and 
Dawson, to illustrate his contention. 
Mr. Higgins they enthusiastically des- 
cribed the mineral riches of the South 
Esquimalt district, exhibiting specimens 
of the ore found in various parts of the 
district. He asked the bouse to weigh 
well the bill before it and to vote rather 
for the amendment than the bill. 

MR. BOOTH directed attention to 
the great injustice that was contemplat- 
ed in this bill toward the agricultural 
interests of the province, and made a 
strong comparison between the mineral 
industries (and what they had accom- 
plished for a country) and the agricul- 
tural industry. He contended that the 
latter was of far greater permanent 
value, and that it ought to be encour- 
aged in every possible way, instead of 
which the present government was aim- 
ing a blow at it. He concluded by say- 
ing that this government would rather 
rule in a wrecked and bankrupt prov- 
ince than give place to men who could 
produce a different condition 'of affairs. 

MR. J. M. MARTIN took strong ex- 
ception to some remarks of the previous 
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speaker to the effect that the Kootennys 
were practically bankrupt. Such was 
far from being the case, and the hon. 
member went on to cite facts and fig- 
ures to prove his contention. It was 
the opposition policy, he said, to object 
to every hill that was brought in by the 
government, no matter what its intent, 
but he did not think they had any rea- 
son to object to this measure of redis- 
tribution. 

MR. GREEN also objected to the re- 
marks of Mr. Booth regarding the 
Kootennys and gave a very careful ac- 
count of the progress being made in that 
district at the present time. It was 
true that the Kootennys had borrowed 
largely, and the people there were duly 
grateful for the assistance rendered to 
them, but that loan had been paid back, 
or was being paid hack, and the districts 
were now ready to bear u fair share of 
the burdens of the province. It had 
been said that the people of the mining 
districts were practically itinerants, but 
tnis was unfair to those people, and be 
sides there was in the Kootennys i 
large area of the finest agricultural land 
in the province, so that if the mines of 
the Kootennys nre ever worked out, that 
portion of the province would not go 
1 back to the state of a wilderness, but 
would be able to maintain its place 
the front rank of the province. No 
member on the opposition side had 
proved that there was anything wrong 
in this lull. The accusations they bad 
made as to pocket boroughs and the 
like were absolutely disproved. 

Mr. Green then entered into an inter- 
esting description of the various parts 
of the Kootenay district to show that 
they were nourishing, and wound up 
bis' remarks by saying that some mem 
tiers of the opposition had insinuated 
that this bill was an attempt to revive 
the sectional feeling between the Island 
and Mainland. But one had only 
take the map and examine for himself 
to see the groundlessness of this charge. 

MR. POOLEY wished to know what 
the government had been doing during 
the interval between the adjournment 
of the house last Thursday and the re 
sumption of business on the following 
Monday. Hi' claimed that this bill was 
produced in that interval as a direct 
consequence of the motion brought for- 
ward by Mr. Joseph Martin, and it was 
produced when the government were 
a state of panic. He would like 
know a good deal more about the origin 
of this bill, and the country wanted U 
know a good deal more about it, too 
He could not believe that this measure 
would pass; it was not a bill that th 
country desired to see pass; it was 
inimical to the best interests of the 
province. It took away unjustly from 
some portions of the province, and gave 
unjustly to others, such as the Koot- 
ennys. He did not think the people of 
the Kootennys desired to have this 
added representation. But the bill was 
brought forward in the hope of assist- 
ing the government at the elections. 

Mr. Pooley then went on to speak 
about the Esquimalt district. There 
were many people in that district who 
had no representative whatever, and 
yet they spent a great deal of money 
there and produced a great deal of busi- 
ness. These people were a direct 
benefit to the farmers and cattle raisers 
of tin? district. These people ought to 
have representation in the house. He 
was pleased to state that the popula- 
tion of Esquimalt district was steadily 
increasing, and the attention that was 
being paid to its great mineral resources 
was most gratifying. The district had 
mineral deposits of the highest value, 
aud the prospects for development in 
this direction were immense und en- 
couraging. He thought the policy of 
the government was very small and 
poor in this matter. If they had taken 
more time to consider what they were 
about they might have done better with 
this measure; but instead of that the 
thing was done with a rush and in a 
panic, and the very imperfect bill lie- 
fore the house was the result. 

.Mr. Turner — When I moved the 
amendment to this bill we had no in- 
formation before tis, which was referred 
to in the amendment, special reference 
being made to maps. Since that time 
the information sought for has been 
supplied. As this explains matters 
pretty fully, I beg to withdraw the 
amendment. 

Mr. Hall— I move the previous ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Mocpherson— I take exception to 
that; tin' honorable member has not 
moved in the proper form. 

Mr. Hall— I move. then, that the pre- 
vious question be now put: 

The motion was carried. 

The vote on the main question was 
then taken, resulting IS for and 19 
against. Mr. Prentice voting against 
the government. 

Mr. Speaker formally announced the 
defeat of the motion to read the bill a 
second time. 

This was followed by tumultuous 
cheers from the opposition and the 
spectators in the galleries, the applause 
and cheering being kept up for some 
time. 

The Premier— I think it is only right 
that I should move that this house at 
its rising do stand adjourned until 2 
o'clock on Monday next. 

Mr. Turner urged that the day be 
Tuesday, and the Premier agreed. 

Mr. Turner asked the leader of the 
government if some arrangement could 
be made to deal with the private bills, 
and the Premier gave an assurance 
that this would be attended to. 

The house then adjourned at 4:20 p. 
m., amid vociferous cheering from floor 
and galleries.

BANK OP BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Progress of This Institution as Declared 
at tie Recent General Meeting. 

From The Financier of Feb. 1), 1000. 

The general meeting of this bunk was 
held yesterday at the Cannon Street Hotel, 
B.C., under the presidency of Sir Bobcrt 
Gillespie, chairman of the company. 

The secretary and manager (Mr. S. Cam- 
eron Alexander) bavlng read the notice con- 
vening the meeting, 

The chairman said: Gentlemen, the re- 
port and statement of accounts made up 
for the half year ending 31st December, 
1H00, have been In your bands for the laat 
few days, and I have no doubt have receiv- 
ed your attentive perusal, and I trust they 
prove satisfactory to you, showing as they 
do nn Improvement on those of the two 
preceding half years, The successful pro- 
gress of trade nod other Interests In Brit 
Ish Columbia have proved Important during 
the year 1809, and while the bank has bene 
llted by It, the result lias hardly been bo 
marked as we bad hoped for, but I nm 
pleased to be able to state at the same 
time, that In the face of keen competition 
we hold our own, notwithstanding the per- 
suasive powers of some of our competitors. 
I would also remind you that we have now 
to compete with nine banks, whereas for 
some years after our establishment In the 
colony we were the only bank, with the ex- 
ception of the Bank of British North Amer- 
ica, I believe, in the province of British 
Columbia. As you will have observed 
our protlt and loss account shows a credit 
balance of £20,040 Is lid, after making pro 
vision for all ascertained losses, and after 
adjusting the value of our securities with 
present quotations, but which, I may fairly 
state without doubt, will be recouped so 
soon as the normal condition of the mar 
kets on the stock exchange resumes a more 
confident feeling as to the eventful Issue 
of t ho troubles In South Africa. From 
this balance we propose to pay you a divi- 
dend at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum, 
which will absorb £15,000, leaving a bal 
nnce of £5,040 Is lid to be carried forward 
to next ball-year, and I will move a re 
I tit ion to that effect before? resuming 
seat. I hove already referred generally 
to the successful progress making In Brit 
lsh Columbia, and In corroboration of that 
fact 1 venture to trouble you with a few 
Interesting figures. The exports, the pro- 
duce of and from British Columbia, In- 
cluding the mines, fisheries, lumber, agri- 
cultural products, etc.. In the year 1S72 
gave a total value of $ 1,S5S,000, while the 
last year, ending In June, they represented 
a value of $14,748,000, of which amount 
$10,407,500 were derived from the mines 
I will also mention as most encouraging 
that during the first half of the Canadian 
fiscal year ending December the customs 
returns show that the imports and exports 
continue to Increase. The Imports amount 
edetl to $03,007,800, an Increase over the 
same period of last year of $14,740,525, and 
the exports reached a total of $100,703,' 
an Increase of $10,890,772. I am now of 
course referring to the whole of Canada. 
In reviewing the vast natural resources of 
British Columbia aud their initial stage ol 
development, one cannot fall to be favor 
ably Impressed with the possibilities of the 
future. These resources nre gradually be- 
coming better known, aud capital for their 
development Is coming in more freely, while 
the lrade is extending to many parts of 
the world, so that we may fairly expect In- 
creasing banking facilities will bo required, 
and I trust the Bank of British Columbia 
may participate fully in this improving con- 
dition of things, to secure which no elTort 
on the part of your directors shall be want- 
ing. I now beg to propose: "That the re- 
port and statement of accounts, as now 
submitted, be received and adopted." 

.Mr. G. O. Smith seconded the motion. 

Mr. Mackey, bavlng remarked that the 
chairman was absent from the last meet- 
ing, nnd that he was sure all the sharehold- 
ers were glad to see him in the chair again 
desired to ask how it was that banking 
business oil the Pacific Coast was Uliproflt 
able. The chairman had told them that 
then, were nine other banks competing 
with the Bank of British Columbia, but 
with the constant Increase of business 
there surely ought to be ample room for 
quite that number of banks lu addition to 
their own. In the city of London there 
were? a greul many hanks, and they man 
aged to pay dividends ranging from IS 
per cent, downwards, whereas tills bank 
only seemed callable of paying a dividend 
equal to about 4 per cent, on Its paid-up 
capital and reserve. There surely must 
be something intrinsically rotten lu a sys 
tern of bunking business which did not 
produce a better result than that. He did 
not refer merely to this bank, but also to 
other London banks which did business on 
that coast. He felt there ought to be 
some mutual understanding by which the 
banks engaged In business there did not 
cut each other's throats and reader their 
business so exceedingly unprofitable. 

The chairman, In reply, said: Until the 
last three years the bank paid handsome 
dividends, and It was only owing to the 
calamity which then came upon them In 
the way of bad debts that the dividend was 
reduced. They were now doing their best 
to recoup their loss, aud to get clear of all 
those responsibilities. The closest atten- 
tion of the directors was given to the in- 
terests of the bank, and they were endeav- 
oring to control, to the best of their ability 
and power, the working of the bank 
through its different branches. He Imped 
.vet to live lo see the hank return to its 
former dividends. 

Tlie motion was carried unanimously. 

The chairman next moved: "That a divi- 
dend be paid on the paid-up cnpltal of the 
bank at the rate of per cent., free of In 
come tax, for the half-year ended .'list 
December last, payable on or after the 12tli 
inst." 

Mr. Henry J. Gardner seconded the mo- 
tion, nnd It was agreed to. 

Dr. Drysdale proposed the re-election of 
Mr. Wyndhnm Glbbes and Mr. Itobert Cum 
mlng as auditors, remarking that he had 
the honor of being acquainted with Mr. 
Glbbes, and knew what on able man be 
was. 

Mr. Walker, In seconding the motion, 
said that Mr. Glbbes, besides being able 
was honest, and be bad no doubt the af- 
fairs of the bank would be perfectly safe 
In his bands. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

Dr. Drysdale, In proposing a vote of 
thanks to the chairman and directors for 
their able conduct of the business of the 
bank, expressed the hope that the chair- 
man might be spared and might retain his 
present office for many years to come. Re- 
ferring to the affairs of the bank, he added 
that the liquid assets were so very good us 
compared with the liabilities that the share- 
holders need have no fear whatever with 
regard to the bank. 

Mr. Mackey seconded the motion, express- 
ing the hope that the proposer would allow 
the stalf of the bank both in London and 
abroad to be included therein, and, Dr. 
Drysdale concurring, the proposition was 
can-led unanimously In that form. 

The chairman briefly acknowledged the 
compliment. He said tlie directors had 
been greatly disappointed nt not being able 
to show a belter return, but their policy 
was a very conservative one, for they 
deemed It necessary to conduct their busi- 
ness upon very stringent rules, looking 
very carefully Into the character and stand- 
ing of the parties who did business with 
them. So long as he was spared he would 
give his best attention to the Interests of 
the bank, seconded as his efforts were by 
his kind and valued . colleagues. 

The secretary thanked the shareholders 
for their kind- expression of confidence In 
the staff, and said .that from his owu ex-

Libel Case. 



Further Hearing in the Police 
Court Yesterday Before 
Magistrate Hall. 



Little Evidence of importance 
Given— Case Remanded 
to {Monday. 



Charles Wentworth Sarel, the alleged edl- 
tor of the Kamloops Standard, was yester- 
day served with a summons charging him 
with publishing a defamatory libel concern- 
ing Lleut.-Governor Mclnnes In the Stan- 
dard on January H last. The alleged libel- 
lous article Is the same trom which pro- 
ceedings have been Instituted against 
George Sheldon-Williams charging him 
With being the author of the same. The 
case against Sarel will come up In the 
police court on Monday next fur a prelimin- 
ary hearing. 

The adjourned 'hearing of the case 
against Williams was continued in the 
police court yesterday morning before Ma- 
gistrate Hall. A number of witnesses were 
examined and the case as fat as the prose- 
cution is concerned was completed, but In 
order to afford Mr. Walls, who Is appear- 
ing for the defendant, an opportunity to 
call witnesses for the defenc e the case was 
adjourned until Monday. 

Mr. Sarel was the first" witness examined, 
and he was subjected to a most severe 
questioning by Deputy Attorney-General 
McLean, who succeeded In getting little 
material evidence from him beyond the fact 
that he has a remarkably poor memory. 
Mr. .McLean in his efforts to extract from 
the witness an admission that he knew 
anything bearing on the case, was at times 
driven to exasperation, so poor was the 
memory of the witness, who could not re- 
call who was editor In fact of the Kam- 
loops Standard, and at times the proceed- 
ngs bordered on the dramatic. Mr. Mc- 
Lean was frequently Interrupted by coun- 
sel for the defence, Mr. Walls, who pro- 
tested against what he considered was 
wrong procedure by Mr. McLean in the 
examination of the witness. 

Mr. McLean first questioned Mr. Sarel 
in regard to the apologetic editorial which 
hud appeared n the Standard after the al- 
leged libellous article had appeared. He; 
hud written that editorial. The statement 
made therein that the editor had personal 
friendly relations with the Governor was 
true. 

Questioned In regard to the original man- 
uscript of the alleged libellous article, wit- 
ness said he had gone to Kami oops and 
made a search for the same but had been 
unable to secure it. It was evidently lost. 
But he bad found some manuscript writ- 
tea by "Observer" under date of January 
23 and produced the same. He bad not 
even examined It and did not known what 
it was. 

Mr. McLean questioned him in regard to 
the handwriting of the manuscript pro- 
duced. Witness thought it was Williams'. 

Mr. McLean— What makes you think so? 

Witness— Well, because Williams had no 
typewriter. 

Mr. McLean—Well, I've got no type- 
writer, If I wrote to you would you think 
that Williams was the author of the let- 
ter? 

Witness— No; the matter would not be the 
same. 

Witness did not know if the letters in 
question had been examined or not. (In 
his return to Knmloops the other day lie 
had simply picked them up out of the pile 
of copy. 

Mr. McLean— Are they in your handwrit- 
ing V 

Witness— 1 can't remember. 

Mr. McLean— Now, Mr. Surel, we don't 
want any more nonsense. Is that in your 
handwriting? 

Witness— I tell you I can't tell. My 
handwriting varies from day to day. 

Mr. McLean— And yon can't tell If that 
is your handwriting or not? 

Witness— No. 

Mr. McLean— Have you any regard for the 
truth? 

Witness— Yes; why certainly. 

Witness compared several portions of tlje 
ham' writ lag. They did not to him appear 
to be tin' same. lie pointed out certain 
corrections in the text which lie might 
have made. 

Mr. McLean then questioned witness 
again in regard to the original manuscript 
of the alleged libellous article. Witness 
stated that it could not be found. lie had 
bunted for it in the rubbish in the office, 
but without avail. 

Witness appealed to the court to be pro- 
tected against anything which lie might 
say beng used as evidence in the action 
which is to he brought against him. 

Again taking up the apology which ap- 
peared In the Standard, Mr. McLean put 
Hie question to witness: "To whom were 
you referring when you alluded in that 
article to ''Observer"? 

Witness— I don't know. It might have 
been myself. 

Mr. McLean— Was the article accepted in 
Its entirety? 

Witness— I do not know.' I made no in- 
quiries. 

Mr. McLean— Have you ever written a 
letter to Williams? 

Witness— I don't know. 

Mr. McLean— lint did you? 

Witness— I may have. 

Mr. McLean— And you received replies? 

Witness— I don't know. Good heavens! 
haven't I just told you I can't remember 
all of the correspondence which I may 
have received from time to time? 

Mr. McLean— Come now, tell me If you 
think you ever got letters from Williams 
In reply to ones sent by you. 

Witness-Yes. 

Mr. McLean— Then why did you not tell 
me that at once? 

Witness had some conversation with de- 
fendant on Fort street regarding the libel 
case, but the conversation amounted to 
nothing. 

Mr. McLean pressed for some details re- 
garding that conversation, hut witness 



could not remember. lie thought Williams 
had remarked to him that the prosecution 
would not amount to anything as they had 
got hold of the wrong man. lie admitted 
having other conversations with Williams 
on the matter, but could not remember 
anything which was said. 

Witness did not know If anybody else 
besides Williams had written to him from 
Victoria under the noiu de plume of "Ob- 
server." He had! a very poor memory. 

Mr. McLean— How many articles appear- 
ed In the Standard reviling the Lieutenant- 
Governor? 

Mr. Walls protested against the latitude 
which the court was allowing counsel in 
cross-examining the witness 

Continuing, Mr. McLean asked witness 
If the alleged libellous article was the only 
one. Witness would not admit that any- 
thing hail ever appeared In Ids paper 
which could be referred to as reviling the 
Lieutenant-Governor, 

.Mr. McLean then turned 'Us attention 
to tlie question of ascertaining who was 
editor of the Kamloops Standard. Witness 
did not know. Sometimes the paper edited 
Itself. 

Mr. McLean— Yes; sometimes the paper 
edits tself. Now Mr. Sarel, who edits the 
paper when It Is not editing Itself'.' 

Witness- Well. I do. 

Mr. .Mc Lean Then you are the only edi- 
tor? 

Witness— I won't say that. 

The witness was then cross-examined by 
Mr. Walls-. He had first met Williams af- 
ter the publication of the article In Hib- 
beu's, he thought. Williams had said to 
him that they bad got hold of the wrong 
man, and that Joe Martin had his knife In- 
to him (Sarel). 

.Mr. McLean again took up the letter of 
the 23rd of January, the manuscript of 
which witness had produced In court, and 
questioned witness as to whether it had 
appeared In the paper. He did not know 
and again said he could not remember If 
he had written It. He might have done 

SO. vVctLOlfliHSlI 

C. A. Gregg, n Colonist reporter, was then 
called to the stand. He Identified the, hand- 
writing of the manuscript produced a's that 
of Williams', his pos!t!on as editor of the 
Globe having made him familiar with the 
same, defendant having handed in for pub- 
lication n number of letters which were 
signed by another. 

F. Young, commission and insurance 
agent, of Kamloops, was next called. He 
was not on the staff or the paper, hut did 
some work for it. He did not know who 
the editor was— Mr. Sarel acted In that 
capacity generally. When Sare! was ab- 
sent he sometimes acted In that capacity. 
He had never seen the copy of the letter 
published on the 11 January. 

Frank H. Case, of Knmloops, was the 
next witness. Ho had been in the em- 
ploy of the Kamloops Publishing Company 
for about six weeks. He did not know who 
acts as editor. Sarel and Young decided, 
what matter was to go In the paper. lie 
did not "set up" the letter from Victoria 
signed "Observer" which constitutes the 
alleged libel. 

Q. D. 11. Warden then testified to having 
had several talks with the defendant re- 
cently in regard to the publication of the 
article. He inferred from what Williams 
said at the first meeting with him that he 
(Williams) had written the article. But 
Williams on the same occasion denied be- 
ing the author. 

Mr. Walls protested against the admis- 
sablllty of Warden's evidence, showing the 
Inference which he drew from the conver- 
sation being recorded, 

Mr. McLean explained that It was a most 
important point and the evidence most ma- 
terial. 

The court sustained Mr. McLean In his 
contention. 

Mr. Walls submitted that no case had 
boon made out by the prosecution. No 
evidence was produced to show that Wil- 
liams was the author of the article. He 



did not defend the article, but it bad not 
been proved that Wllliams.wrote.it., He 
thought that Sarel, though perhaps a hos- 
tile witness, was endeavoring to tell the 
truth. Ho first wanted to know from the 
court If there was a case, before proceed- 
ing to call witnesses. 

The court decided that there was. 

The defendant then announced he had 
nothing to say In his own defence, and u 
remand was granted until Monday morning 
next. ,

A BY-LAW 

To aid a Railway Company to bo formed 
for the purpose of acquiring nnd 
operating the Victoria & Sidney 
Railway and extending the same, 
nnd operating a Ferry System be- 
tween Sidney or the terminus of such 
extension on lite Saanich Peninsula 
and some convenient point on the 
Mainland of British Columbia. 
Whereas, under and by virtue of the "Mu- 
nicipal Clauses Act" the Council of every 
Municipality may from time to time make 
by-laws for subscribing for uny number of 
shares in the capital stock of any Incorpor- 
ated railway and for exempting the yards 
and works of uny such company from tax- 
ation for a term not exceeding ten years, 

Provided that no shares ahull be sub- 
scribed for any Company whose lines, 
bridges and works are not either wholly or 
in part within the limits of the Munici- 
pality; 

And, Whereas, by certain Articles of 
Agreement bearing date the tenth day of 
January, 1000, certain powers, and privi- 
leges were granted by the Corporation of 
I he City of Victoria to Joseph A. Snyward, 
David Spencer, Frederick It. Pemberton, 
Wlllam Munste and Clement E. Reuouf, 
(thereinafter called "The Trustees") ' and 
which said agreement is In the words and 
figures following: 

Agreement mnde and entered Into this 
tenth day of January, 1000, between the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria, In the 
Province of British Columbia, hereinafter 
called "The Corporation," of the first part, 
and Joseph A. Say ward, merchant; David 
Spencer, merchant; Frederick 15. Pember- 
ton, financial agent; William Munsie, mer- 
chant; and Clement E. Renouf, merchant; 
all of the City of Victoria, aforesaid; here- 
inafter called "The Trustees," and their 
assigns, of the second part; 

Whereas, the Trustees are desirous of 
forming a company (hereinafter called and 
referred to as "The Company") for the 
purpose of acquiring and operating the 
Victoria & Sidney Railway and of extending 
the same into the business part of the 
City of Victoria, and also If found neces- 
sary or expedient to extend the same to 
some convenient harbor north of Kidney; 
for the purpose of establishing and operat- 
ing a ferry system between Sidney or the 
terminus of such extension on the Saanich 
Peninsula and some convenient point on 
the Mainland of British Columbia, south of 
the Fraser river and north of the Interna- 
tional boundary, and also for the purpose 
ot building, equipping and operating a 
line of railway from such point as afore- 
said on the mainland through the Munici- 
palities and Districts of Delta, Surrey, 
Langley, Mutsqul, Sumas nnd Cbllllwack, 
to the town of Chllllwack or Centrevllle, lu 
the Province of British Columbia; 

And whereas, for the purposes and for 
the benefit of the Company the Trustees 
have requested the Corporation to grant 
them certain rights, franchises, powers 
and privileges and to subscribe for and be- 
come the holders of shares of the capital 
stock of the Company to an amount not 
exceeding live hundred thousand dollars 
(?d00,000.00); 

Now therefore tills agreement, In con- 
sideration of the premises and of the cove- 
nants hereinafter contained on the part of 
eacl) of the parties hereto to be done and 
performed wltnesseth as follows: 

1. The Trustees shall and will Immediate- 
ly on the assent of the electors of the said 
Corporation being obtained to a by-law 
authorizing the Corporation to subscribe 
for shares of the capital stock of the Com- 
pany petition the Legislative Assembly of 
the Province of British Columbia and the 
Parliament of Canada or either of them at 
the next ensuing sitting thereof to pass an 
net Incorporating the Company hereinbefore 
referred to with an authorized capital of 
not exceeding two million dollars ($'.>,000,- 
(100.00), and for ail the powers, rights, priv- 
ileges and franchises necessary and proper 
to enable the Company most effectually to 
curry out the objects above set forth and 
such other objects as the Trustees may 
deem advisable. 

2. That In the event of the passing of 
such an act by either or both of the said 
legislative authorities the Trustees shall In 
conformity with the provisions of such 
net and of the general Railway Act appli- 
cable thereto, organize the Company for 
the purpose of carrying out the objects 
aforesaid, and that Immediately on the or- 
ganization of the Company the Corporation 
shall subscribe for shares of the capital 
stock of the Company to the par value of 
live hundred thousand dollars ($500,000.00), 
and the Corporation shall thereupon be en- 
titled and subject to all the rights and 
liabilities of shareholders In the said Com- 
pany. 

Provided, however, that the Corporation 
shall incur no liability in respect to Its 
subscription for the said shares unless nnd 
until the Company shall have either by the 
sale of its shares at par, or by Municipal, 
Provincial or Federal bonuses, grants, or 
guarantees in aid of the construction of the 
said undertaking, or have had otherwise se- 
cured to It for the purposes of its undertak- 
ing, a sum of not less than three hundred 
thousand dollars (5300,000.00). 

3. The Trustees hereby undertake and 
agree that the Company shall not In or by 
any special act of Incorporation which may 
be' obtained in respect thereof, or other- 
wise, vary or cause to be varied the pro- 
vision ot section 34, sub-section 5, of the 
British Columbia Railway Act. The share- 
holders of the Company (Including the Cor- 
poration) shall bo entitled to one vote in 
respect of each and every share held by 
them In the Company. 

■I. So soon as the matters mentioned In 
the first and second paragraphs hereof are 
carried out and the Company has acquired 
capital sufficient for its purposes, the Com- 
linll forthwith acquire either by pur- 
lease or otherwise, the property and 
assets of the Victoria & Sidney Railway 
Company, and shall proceed to construct 
a railway of standard gauge from some con- 
venient point as aforesaid on the Mainland 
ot British Columbia to the town of Chllll- 
wack or Centrevllle by the route hereinbe- 
fore mentioned. 

5. The Corporation hereby gives and 
grants unto the said Company the right 
and power to pass over, ncross and along 
such streets and highways of the Corpor- 
ation as the Company nnd the Corporation 
may deem most suitable for such purposes, 
lying between the present terminus of the 
Victoria & Sidney Railway, on Hillside 
Avenue, in the said City of Victoria, and 
some point at or near the harbor front in 
the said City. 

Provided, howeve , that no system 
of double tracking shall be permit- 
ted oa any streets of the city, and that 
such extension of the said Victoria & Sid- 
ney Railway shall connect with the rail- 
way of the Esqulmnlt & Naualmo Railway 
Company, and that the route of the pro- 
posed extension of the said Victoria & Sid- 
ney Railway and the construction thereof 
shall be subject to the approval of the 
Municipal Council, City Engineer or 
some other competent person appointed or 
approved by the Corporation, and all re- 
pairs, additions or alterations of the same 
shall be subject to the name approval. 

The Company shall be liable for all 
damages arising out of the construction 
or operation of the works herein contem- 
plated wltbln the municipality. 

7. If the Company neglect to keep Its 
trucks or roadways between the same or 
crossing between and on each side of the 
rails and two feet on the outer side of each 
along the whole length thereof In said 
streets In good condition or to have neces- 
sary repairs made, the City Engineer or 
other proper offlcor shall give notice there- 
of to the Company requiring &och repairs 



to be made forthwith; and If not made 
within a reasonable time the said City En- 
gineer or other officer aforesaid may cause 
tlie repairs to be made and the amount so 
expended by the Corporation may be re- 
covered against the Company in any court 
of competent Jurisdiction. 

8. The Company shall at Its own cost and 
expense throughout the whole length of 
the Railway within the said City, cause 
the space between the rails and space 
of two feet on the outer side of each rail 
to be paved or macadamized as the case 
may be in conformity with the remainder 
of the street through which the said rail- 
way passes. 

0. Before breaking up, opening or Inter- 
fering with any of the said streets for the 
purpose of constructing the said railway 
the Company shall give or cause to be given 
to the Corporation at least thirty days' no- 
tice of their Intention so to do, nnd that 
no more than 2,500 feet of the said streets 
shall be broken up or opened at any one 
time; and that when the work thereon 
shall have been commenced the same shall 
be proceeded with steadily and without 
interruption nnd as rapidly as the same 
can be carried on, due regard being hnd 
to the proper and efficient construction of 
the same, 

10. During the construction of the said 
works due and proper care shall be taken 
to leave sufficient space and crossings so 
that the traffic and travel on the said 
streets and other streets Intersecting same 
shall not he unnecessarily Impeded, and 
proper lights or watchmen shall be pro- 
vided and kept by tlie Company. 

11. The location of the said railway In 
any cf the streets shall not be made until 
the plans thereof showing the position of 
the rails and other works In each street 
shall have been submitted and approved 
of by the Municipal Council and City En- 
gineer or other such officer as aforesaid. 

12. All work in constructing such railway 
shall he done In a substantial manner and 
according to the most approved modern 
methods, and shall be subject to the super- 
vision and approval of the City Engineer 
or other such officer or person as the Muni- 
cipal Council of the said Corporation shall 
appoint for that purpose. 

13. The Corporation shall and will at the 
request of and for the use and benefit of 
the Company at its option, of which twelve 
months' previous notice shall have been 
given by the Company to the Corporation, 
grant and demise for a term of not more 
than fifty years, at an annual rental not 
exceeding the sum of six thousand dol- 
lars ($0,000.00) per year, the buildings, 
grounds, improvements and appurtennnces 
thereto belonging of the premises known 
as the City Market, more particularly 
known and described as Lots 504, r>93, 507, 
508, 580, 587, 588 and half of 5S9 of Block 
N. of the City of Victoria. 

14. The lands and Improvements of the 
Company within the limits of the Munici- 
pality of the City of Victoria shall be ex- 
empted from Municipal taxation of any 
and every kind whatsoever and for any and 
every purpose whatsoever by the Corpora- 
tion, for n period of ten years from the 
completion of the undertaking. 

15. The Company shall begin the con- 
struction of the said undertaking within 
two years from tlie date when tlie By-law 
hereinbefore mentioned shall have received 
the assent of the electors of the Munici- 
pality of the City of Victoria, and shall 
complete the whole undertaking ready for 
operation within three yenrs from the date 
of the pnsslng of the By-law, and shall 
continuously operate the same thereafter. 

10. That part of the Company's under- 
taking relating to connection by steamer 
and ferry for passengers and freight be- 
tween the terminus of the rnilway nt or 
near Sidney and the Coast terminal point 
on the Mainland of British Columbia shall 
be complete and in operation at or before 
the time when the railway shall be con- 
structed and ready tor operation from such 
Coast terminal point ns far as the Town 
of Chllllwack or Centrevllle. 

17. The Company shall construct and 
equip a passenger steamship of not less 
than 150 feet In length, with a licensed 
capacity of not less than 150 first-class 
passengers per trip, and also to carry mails, 
fast freight and express matter between 
the Port of Sidney or other the terminal on 
Vancouver Island, and the point or port' on 
the Mainland of British Columblu, at least 
two round trips per day from nnd after the 
time of the completion thereof. Such 
steamship shall have 'ind shall be oper- 
ated at an average speed of not less tunn 
eighteen knots per hour, and shall be con- 
structed bo as to be thoroughly seaworthy 
and capable of making the passage between 
the said ports in any weather. 

18. The Company shall construct nnd 
equip a twin-screw ferry steamship capable 
of carrying ten laden freight cars of stan- 
dard gauge and loan capacity of 30,000 lbs 
each, and maintain nnd operate the same 
between the snld ports at least one round 
trip per day from and after the time of 
the completion thereof. Such ferry steam- 
ship shall have and shall be operated at an 
average speed of nine miles per hour, and 
shall be constructed so as to be thoroughly 
seaworthy and capable of making the pas- 
sage between the ports or points afore- 
said In any weather. 

10. The Company shall at Sidney or other 
port of Vancouver Island and at Its Coast 
terminal point or port on the Mainland of 
British Columbia acquire by purchase, lease 
or otherwise sufficient lands and tide lands, 
and shall build or provide and shall main-, 
tain nnd operate such wharves, docks, slips, 
sheds, warehouses and depots and, lny 
down such tracks and provide and main- 
tain all such other buildings and terminal 
works as shall he necessary for the accom- 
modation, irnnsfer and transportation on 
and over the said railway of the Company 
of all classes of traffic, both freight and 
passenger. 

20. The Company shall make traffic ar- 
rangements and enter into contracts with 
at. least one of the transcontinental rail- 
ways crossing the line of the snld railway 
for' an exchange of traffic and equipment, 
so that all traffic, both passenger and 
freight, may be carried over the railway 
of the company on the Mainland and the 
railway of the said transcontinental line 
without transferring traffic from the rail- 
way passenger coaches or freight cars re- 
spectively of tlie Company or of the said 
transcontinental railway respectively. 

21. The Mayor for the time being of the 
City of Victoria shall, ex-officlo, >V a 
director of the Compnny so long ns the 
Corporation shall hold uny shares in the 
Company. 

22. From and after the first day of Sep- 
tember, 1001, the Company shall In the 
event of the City of Victoria being called 
upon to pay any interest upon the bonds 
ofHhe Victoria & Sidney Railway under 
the By-law In aid of the Victoria & Sidney 
Railway Company finally adopted by the 
Municipal Council on the 20th day of July, 
1892, Indemnify nnd save harmless the Cor- 
poration from any and all such payments 
thereafter to become due and payable un- 
der and by virtue ot the said By-law, and 
of and from all claims or demands la re- 
spect thereof. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF the pftjtles 
hereto hare hereunto set their hands and 
seals and the Corporation ha3 caused its 
Corporate Seal to, be hereunto affixed the 
day and year first above written. 

And whereas, it is expedient and neces- 
sary to raise a sum of money for the pur- 
pose of subscribing as mentioned in the 
said Agreement, the sum of five hundred 
thousand dollars towards the capital of 
the Company and for that purpose to raise 
the sum of five hundred thousand dollars; 

And whereas it will require the sum of 
thirty-two thousand eight hundred dollars 
($32,800.00) to be raised annually by rale 
for pnymeul of the new deo< and inter- 
est; 



And whereas the whole rateable land nnd 
Improvements or real property of the said 
Corporation of the City ot Victoria, accord- 
ing to the last revised Assessment Roll for 
the year 1800, Is $13,907,S14. ; 

And whereas it will require an annua! 
rate of two mills and seven-eights of a 
mill In the dollar for paying such new- 
debt and Interest: 

And whereas this By-law shall not be ut- 
tered or repealed except with the consent 
of the Lleutennnt-Govoruor-ln-Couneil; 

And whereas a Petition under section GO 
of the "Municipal Clauses Act" has been 
presented to the Municipal Council signed 
by the owners of more than one-tenth of 
the value of the real property In the said 
City requesting the said Council to Intro- 
duce n By law with the hereinbefore re- 
cited objects: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts 
■ follows: 

1. The said Agreement hereinbefore n- 
cltpd shall be and the sume Is hereby rati- 
fied and confirmed and the said Joseph A. 
Snyward, David Spencer, Frederick B. 
Pemberton, William Mnnsia and Clement 
E. Renouf and the Compnny to be here- 
after formed by them are hereby author- 
ized to exercise the right and power to 
pass over, across and along such streets 
and highways of tlie Corporation us the 
Company and the Corporation may deem 
most suitable for Its purposes, and lying be- 
tween the points mentioned in the said 
Agreement, and to operate the said rail- 
way under the conditions, provisions and 
restrictions (and not ohterwise) In the said 
Agreement contained and such other regu- 
lations as are herein set forth. 

?. It shall he lawful for the Mayor of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria to bor- 
row upon (lie credit of the said Corpor- 
ation by way of Debentures hereinafter 
mentions, from any person or persons, 
body or bodies corporate, who may be will- 
ing to advance the same as a loan, a sum of 
money not exceeding in the whole the sum 
of the hundred thousand dollars ($500,- 
000.00) currency (or Sterling money at the 
rate of four dollars and eighty-six and two- 
thirds cents to the one pound Sterling), 
nnd to cause all such sums so raised and 
received to be paid into the hands of the 
Treasurer of the snld Corporation for the 
purpose of subscribing tlie said sum of 
five hundred thousand dollars to the Com- 
pany, with tlie object and upon the con- 
ditions mentioned In the said Agreement. 

3. It shall he lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause any number of Debentures to be 
made, executed nnd Issued for such sums 
as may he required, not exceeding, however, 
the sum of five hundred thousand dollars 
($500,000.00) cither in currency or Sterling 
money (at the rate of four dollars and eigh- 
ty-six and two-thirds cents to the one 
pound Sterling), ns may be required, each 
of the said Debentures being of the 
amount of one thousand dollars or Its 
Sterling equivalent, ut the rate aforesaid, 
and all such Debentures shall be sealed 
with the seal of the Corporation and sign- 
ed by the Mayor thereof. 

4. The said Debentures shall bear date 
tlie first day of July, 1000, and shall be 
made payable In twenty-five years from the 
sild date ut such place either In Great 
Britain, ibo United States of America, or 
the Dominion of Canada, as may he desig- 
nated thereon, and shall have attached tt> 
them coupons for the payment of Interest 
and the signatures to the Interest coupons 
may be either written, stumped, printed or' 
lithographed. 

B. The said Debentures 3knll bear Inter- 
est nt the rajie of four per cent, per an- 
num from the date thereof, which Interest 
shall be payable half-yearly at such 
places either in Great Britain, the United 
States or the Dominion of Canada, as may 
he expressed In the Debentures and cou- 
pons. 

0. it shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause the said Debentures and the In- 
terest coupons, either or both, to be mnde 
payable at such place either In Great Brit- 
ain, the United States of American or 
the Dominion of Canada, as may be de- 
sired.

Mr Turner on 

Gerrymander 



Leader of Opposition Shows 
Why the Scheme Deserved 
Defeat. 



A Crude Ill-Consldered Measure 
Pressed At an Inoppor- 
tune Time. 



The speech of the leader of the oppo- 
sition in the legislature on Thursday, on 
the motion for the second reading of the 
redistribution bill, was necessarily ab- 
breviated yesterday, but the importance 
of the issue involved calls for the fol- 
lowing more complete report: 

MR. TURNER— Before this bill is 
read a second time it requires the most 
serious consideration. There were sev- 
eral points to be considered as to the 
bringing in of this bill. Why was tins 
bill introduced, how was it introduced, 
what was it introduced for, and how did 
it originate? 

He might, in reference to the urst 
point mentioned— why was the bill in- 
troduced V— go back to the time of the 
last election. As to the statements 
made in the house during the session 
at any rate during the last session, one 
of the reasons given by the late govern 
ment— he would not admit that the 
government was defeated— was not II 
power last session was that the redistn 
bution measure brought down by them 
had thrown them out. He had been a 
great deal over the country during the 
election * last year, and redistribution 
was never made a quest ion in any dis- 
trict which he had visited. He had 
visited first many important points 
the Kootennys and along the line of the 
C. P. R.; then gone to Chilliwack and 
to points on the Island, and the ques- 
tion was certainly not made a consider- 
ation at that time. The electors in all 
parts of the province were much more 
in earnest in regard to matters tending 
to open up and develop the country 
It was not necessary here to enlarge on 
these matters again, but the eharg 
made by the then opposition was not 
with regard to redistribution at that 
time. The issue chosen by the opposi- 
tion candidates was that the govern 
ment bad been very extravagant, run 
the country into debt, and did not spend 
money properly, and they did many 
other things which have been already 
referred to in the bouse. No member 
was lost to the government side of the 
house by reason of the late redistribu- 
tion bill. The reason this bill was 
brought in now was something in the 
nature of the charges the government 
had levelled at the late government. He 
must admit that the present govern- 
ment had during its lease of office been 
utterly discredited in the province. He 
did not think there was any question 
about that. They need only turn to 
tiie conditions last year for proof of 
that, which would show that the gov- 
ernment was not only discredited 
throughout the province, but was also 
discredited in Europe. This was owing 
to the legislation passed during the par- 
liament. It was the first time British 
Columbia had over been in the position 
of being taunted as the province that 
refused to meet its obligations. That 
was what that discrediting amounted 
to, and, rightly or wrongly, the matter 
is constantly referred to, and worked to 
the injury of the province. In Europe 
and important financial centres this 
province had been referred to as the 
province that repudiated its obligations. 
This was a very serious state of affairs. 
It could not fail to have the effect of 
injuring the credit of the province. This 
had been clearly demonstrated since the 
opening of the house, the credit of the 
province having decreased even since 
that time. Last June the credit of this 
province was higher than that of Nova 
Scotia, but it was now much lower. 
And that was one of the reasons, or 
part of the reason, why this bill had 
been brought in. The government had 
run the country into a bad condition, 
and the people were now asking for 
something. Rut before he went on to 
that ho would refer to the complaint 
that had been made at the last election. 
'He would refer to the complaints during 
last campnign ns to what the late gov- 
ernment was doing with respect to the 
district, of Cassinr, but since the present 
bill made no change it is evident that 
the provision made by the late govern- 
ment for Cnssiar was good. That fact 
carries on its face the refutation of the 
charge that the Into government at 
tempted to gerrymander the district of 
Cnssiar. The attitude of the Inte gov- 
ernment with respect to that district 
was perfectly correct. What the coun- 
try was asking for was legislation of a 
character that would ngain tend to 
raise the credit of British Columbia, 
open up and develop the country and 
tend to tide over the difficulties being 
forced upon the country by the action 
of the government in bringing into con- 
flict labor nnd capital. Legislation that 
would enable the province to make pro- 
gress was what the people wanted. But 
instead of that the government came 
down- with a redistribution bill. The 
people asked for bread anil the govern- 
ment gave them a stone. That was nil 
they had to offer in reply to the wants 
of the people. This is why the hill 
was brought in—it is the hope of retain- 
ing office. Now, how was it ' brought 
in'.' When this bill was introduced tli<- 
other day he had got up to speak to it 
and make inquiryas to the information 
that was to bo furnished with it. But 
at that time n map was placed on his 
desk, and he thought it Mas a plan of 
the new districts, but. to his astonish- 
ment, upon investigation the map he 
found was the old ma)) of 1808. with 
(he old bouudarics ns laid out by the 



legislature of that year. And that was 
the thing the government hud placed 
before the house to elucidate the com- 
plicated measure which they hud 
brought in. He had taken a pen- 
cil anil gone over this map, 
but it was impossible to make anything 
definite out of it. Having been made 
on the lines of the old map, it was most 
ditueult to discover where the delimita- 
tions came in. Why did the govern- 
ment make use of this old map of lbJ» . 
The attempt to use this map to eluci- 
date the bill they had brought in was an 
absurdity ou the face of it. It just 
showed the condition of affairs. J-he 
government had no idea of bringing in 
a redistribution bill; to prove this it 
was only necessary to turn to the Lie.i- 
teiiant-Coveriior's speech to see clearly 
that the government at that time bad 
no intention of bringing a redistribution 
measure forward. The speech stated 
that a member would be given to Boun- 
dary district, a district that required a 
member if any district in the province 
did, but that was the length and 
breadth and depth of this bill that the 
government had proposed bringing in; 
there was nothing else to it. the 
government this session was largely 
occupied in undoing the legislation that 
had been passed at the last session. He 
did not think that anything of import 
ancc had been passed at the P rt ' s J; n t 
session of the house. Not a private bill 
had gone through; the government have 
depended for safety on the easting vote 
of the Speaker, and they have not been 
able to bring in any legislation of >>eneht 
to the country, and they had thought at 
the last moment that this bill would 
save them; they would run this through 
the house without attracting too much 
attention, without maps or information 
upon which to base an opinion as to the 
merits or the demerits of the measure. 

It had been said that some people on 
this side of the house had described this 
bill as a gerrymander bill. Bills had 
often been described as that, and he 
bad had the curiosity to look up the 
word in the dictionary, and he was 
much interested to find that it was orig- 
inally used in the state of Massachu- 
setts, where a bill was once brought up 
in the time of Governor Gerry. As that 
'nil! was the most nondescript thing that 
ev/sr wns seen in those parts, and no- 
body could make head or tail of it, they 
called it first the salamander bill, the 
salamander being a reptile of interest- 
ing habits and varied hues. At that 
time there was a governor named Gerry 
who was wrongly supposed to be inter- 
ested in the bill, but his name was used, 
and it came to be called, probably 
through the resemblance of sound, the 
Gerrymander bill, and the term spread 
throughout the United States to signify 
a measure to make improper use of the 
powers of legislation. The government 
had not given this present plan any 
title, and he did not know what sort of 
animal it was like unless it was a centi 
pede. 

This bill was brought in without in 
formation of any kind with respect t< 
the probable number of voters in the 
new districts. The list of voters at the 
last general elections would be no help 
whatever. Some districts are carved up 
so that it is impossible to recognize 
them; In the Revelstoke district, for 
example, no doubt it had been noticed a 
corner was cut off. 

Mr. Kellie — Say what you said last. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Turner — Well, no matter. 1 
it again; quite u corner has been cut off 

because the people objected 

Mr. Kellie— Will you mime the point 
cut off? 

Mr. Turner— No; I am not going to 
name the point, but if the lion, gentle- 
man will take the floor I will give way 
and take a rest. The lion, gentleman 
need not ask me for the point; ho know 
the district very well. I must commend 
him for his wisdom in cutting off that 
point. 

The next point about the bringing 
of this hill was the object. The object 
was that the government recognized that 
there was a demand in the province for 
some kind of legislation, and this is what 
they give the province in place of wise 
legislation. The object was to try to 
save the government. Everyone knew 
what the position of the government was 
from looking at the course of events dur- 
ing the last few weeks. He felt sorry 
for the government ho knew what the 
position must be, banging on by a thread, 
to which any member sitting on the oppo- 
site side of the house might apply the 
knife at any moment, and where would 
they be then? 

Government cries of, "Let her go!" and 
laughter. 

Mr. Turner asked again where the 
government would be if the knife were 
applied. The ministers would be in the 
position to say with the late Cardinal 
Wolsey: "Alas! a long farewell to all 
my greatness." (Laughter.) They de- 
bate and attempt to carry on the busi- 
ness of the country and cannot bring 
in any other legislation hut this hill in 
the hope that it may tide_pjf_the down- 
fall that is before them. He did not 
think the country wanted redistribution 
at nil, hut legislation for opening and 
developing the country would be pre- 
ferred to any redistribution measure 
now forced on them by the government. 
The government tried to force it down 
the electors' throats that they must have 
redistribution, or they would never get 
a fair deal. The fact was that there 
had always been a fair deal in "British 
Columbia. Though some portions were 
perhaps under-represented and some 
over-represented at the same time those 
that were under represented never had 
under-exper diture in the district. The 
remotest districts were fairly treated, 
and had always been, so far aajay in 
the power of the government to do so. 
In a new country, of course, redistribu- 
tion bills were wanted more often than 
in old and settled communities, but it 
was an awful mistake for mj country 
to be always changing its electoral dis- 
tricts. One effect was to make general 
elections more frequent, and that bad a 
tendency to make the representatives of 
the districts little more than delegates. 
There was some reason In having a re- 
distribution measure in the life of the 
parliament of the province, that is every 
four years, and at the end of the present 
parliament, supposing the present govern- 
ment kept in power, they would be able 
to give a fair nnd reasonable measure of 
redistribution to the province. The 
changes In the province during the past, 
few years been very great, but In the 
next few years the changes would be 
even greater. Some places that were 
populous a few years ago, were now re- 
duced in population, and others who 
where without any population at that 
time were now quite jmportant places. 
This was especially the case in mining 
districts. .In two years' time there 
would be a >'.'onsus of the province and 
this would enable the government to 
gain accurate information as tr the vot- 
ing strength of the more distant dis- 
tricts, which were growing very rapidly. 
He pointed out that in a few years 
there would be a greater pennunency of 
population in the mining Tegions," ns 
many miners would bring their families 
and settle down there, and he held that 
the districts that have the largest pro- 
portion of families to the population 
were, entitled to more representation 
than those which had a large unmarried 
population, which might .shift at any 



time. The present, however, was a 
most inopportune time to introduce a 
measure like this. Had the government 
taken the proper precautions they would 
have been in the position to come to the 
house fully provided with all neces?ury 
information, including maps and plans. 
As it was, there was not a member in 
the house who could say what propor- 
tion of voters those districts had which 
the government proposed to gerrymand- 
er. He could nut go into details of the 
matter, because there was no informa- 
tion upon which to go, and the gentle- 
men opposite did not know anything 
abouL the matter. He mentioned the 
case of Alberni as an instance of a dis- 
trict with a very small population aud 
few voters, this bill retained a member 
there as he supported them, but Cowic- 
han district adjoining they now doubled 
up so that it has over 1,000 voters, yet 
they strike oft a member. It was curi- 
ous to find that no members were taken 
from the districts which were 
supposed to support the govern- 
ment; they were all, strange 
to say, taken from the districts believed 
to be in favor of the opposition. But the 
to be in favor of the opposition. But they 
could hardly blame the government; they 
were in a desperate position, and had to 
do something. They had put out this 
hill in the hope thtat they would get a 
few more members on that side of the 
house. But they would find themselves 
grievously mistaken. The people were 
not taken in with any such chaff as 
that. 

How did this bill originate? The 
other day the government had no itlea of 
bringing in a redistribution bill, but a 
certain gentleman who had formerly 
been a supporter of that government bad 
asked them to bring in a measure of that 
kind, and a redistribution bill had been 
brought in. The leader of the govern- 
ment was in reality on this (the opposi- 
tion) side of the house. This measure 
had been brought in not at the request, 
but at the demand of that gentleman; at 
his command it was introduced, and was 
to be rushed forward. There could be no 
doubt but that he was the master of the 
assembly. 

There were many reasons why this re- 
distribution bill should not have been 
brought in, and one of these was in con- 
nection with the treatment of certain 
cities of the province with respect to the 
voters lists. That was a very serious 
charge to bring against any government. 
He referred to the purging of the voters 
lists of Vancouver city, Victoria and 
other cities, and. said it was a legal 
question if anything could be done to 
have these voters' lists properly dealth 
with. Large numbers of voters, some of 
whom had resided here and in other 
cities of the province affected by this 
action of the government were excluded 
from those lists. It was found impossible 
to get their names on. He himself had 
had the greatest difficulty in so doing. 
A friend had telegraphed to him in Lon- 
don and he had sent out the necessary 
application. Many people who had gone 
to Atlin had been swept off the roll in 
Victoria. Mr. Helmcken would support 
him in that statement. In the circum- 
stances it was a most unfair thing of the 
government to bring In a measure of this 
kind for which they were not in any way 
prepared. The position of the govern- 
ment at the present time did not warrant 
them in bringing in such a bill; they bare- 
ly get anything through the house; they 
tremble at every vote. 
Government members — Hear, hear. 
Mr. Turner— "Well it is the fact, 
When you go in you do not know whether 
you will ever come out." They shake 
to think what may happen at any 
moment, when they find themselves 
gone up into the soup. (Laughter.) It 
was certainly no time for such a govern- 
ment to bring 111 such a measure as this, 
which proposed to sweep away some 
representatives, and to carve up others 
to suit themselves. They knew very 
well that this was meant to create little 
pocket boroughs. He need not name 
them; the government thought they knew 
of certain places in the province which 
they considered they could comfortably 
put in their pockets. 

What had the government done — 
though the act provided for the purging 
the lists of the four cities, and wns 
brought in especially with reference to 
Vancouver and Victoria, and at the 
time of its introduction it had been 
pointed out by the senior member from 
Vancouver that probably 125 per cent of 
the names on the Vancouver and prob- 
ably 40 per cent of the Victoria lists 
would be struck off, but what does the 
government do? Why suddenly they 
have the voters' lists of Victoria and 
Westminster cancelled, hut leave Van- 
couver and Nanaimo to stand as they 
were. The effect has been to strike off 
hundreds from the Victoria list, some of 
whom have been resident for many 
years— some happened to be away at 
Atlin or some other point, nnd owing to 
the method taken by the government 
could not get on. 
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HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. 

Committee of the Legislature Report 
Opinions Formed on Their 
ltecont Visit. 

To the Honorable the Speaker and Mem- 
bers of the Legislative Assembly, Vic- 
toria. 

Gentlemen: Your select committee ap- 
pointed to examine Into the management 
and working of the asylum for the Insane 
at New Westminster have the honor to sub- 
mit tills report. 

1. They visited the asylum on the 3rd 
Instant and were received, In the nbsonee 
of Dr. Boddlngton, the medical superln- 
dent, by Dr. Manchester, the assistant 
medical superintendent, who nfforded the 
committee every facility In the pursuit of 
their Inquiries. 

The committee visited nil the wnrdB 
and made as exhaustive an examination of 
the entire establishment ns was possible 
during the limited time at their disposal. 
They found the patients, the wards and 
the ccIIh cleanly nnd generally well adapt- 
ed for the purposes of u lunatic asylum. 

3. The establishment has been enlarged 
by the erection of two additions which, bp- 
Ing built on modern lines, nre a great Im- 
provement on the buildings originally pro- 
vided for tiie use of the lunatics. 

4. The committee learned that the gov- 
ernment have a reserve of about 100 acres, 
which In their opinion Rhould be handed 
over to the asylum authorities for culti- 
vation and as recreation grounds for the 
inmates. The mildly insane patients 
might be employed in gardening and In 
raising vegetables required for the use of 
the establishment. Modern asylums have 
adopted the principle of acquiring nn ncre 
for every patient, that Is, if they build an 
asylum for three hundred patients they 
acquire three hundred acres of land. In 
that respect our provincial asylum is far 
behind as we have two hundred and forty 
patients now nnd only forty acres of land 
all told. The committee' would recommend 
that this suggestion be acted upon ns far 
and ns soon ns possible. 

5. The laundry should be enlarged and 
Improved In every respect. Bettor appli- 
ances should be Introduced for the cleansing 
of clothes. The necessity for an improve- 
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ment Is now more nppe.rent than ever, be- 
cause of the new hospital department, 
which cannot be conducted successfully 
without a good laundry lltted with the 
most improved appliances. 

0. Complaint was made that the steam 
engine which drives the electrical dynamo 
for the lighting of the asylum Is situated 
beneath the dormitories, the consequence 
being that the noise from the machinery 
when In motion prevents many of the pa- 
tients from sleeping nt night and keeps the 
Inmates In a constnut fever of excitement. 
The; engines and dynamo should be set up 
uear the laundry, which is sufficiently re- 
mote from the dormitories to remove this 
Just cause of complaint 

7. There are many skilled nrtlzans con- 
fined In the asylum. Some of these men 
are experts in the use of tools, and, while 
Insane upon some subjects, are harmless, 
and are anxious to be employed at their 
various trades. M'e muv specimens of 
handiwork In furniture made by a patient 
which were equal to any work performed 
by u person In full possession of his sen- 
ses. It would be an act of economy to pro- 
vide quarters where the various trades 
aud tools for a carpenter shop, a smithy, a 
paint shop, a plasterer shop, n brush and 
broom shop, with chair caning and more 
apartments In the laundry for the women 
to do Ironing, etc. All the various trades 
enumerated above are represented on the 
staff. Larger shoeinnker nnd tailor shops 
are absolutely necessary, and sleeping quar- 
ters for those employees who now reside In 
the town to the occasional inconvenience 
of the establishment. If those shops were 
built of wood there Is n possibility that 
with n good foreman to direct them the 
patients might furnish most or nil the la- 
bor. 

8. The committee were surprised to nnd 
twenty-five Chinese patients. A few of 
these work In the laundry from choice, 
but the larger number arc unlit for em- 
ployment of uny kind. The committee be- 
lieve that an effort should be made to have 
this class of patients sent to China for 
treatment by their own government, and 
so relieve the province of the burden of sup- 
porting them. 

0. J. 1). Hopkins, a carpenter employed 
at the asylum, complained to the commit- 
tee that he Is engaged by the year nt $(K> 
a month, nnd falling sick, the sum of $70.80 
was deducted from his wages for time lost. 
The committee would recommend that the 
asylum authorities be communicated wfth 
respecting this complaint. 

10. The committee say In conclusion that 
they found the hospital In very good or- 
der, which reflects great credit on the su- 
perintendent, Dr. Boddlngtou, and ou his 
assistant, Dr. Manchester, who has been 
In full chnrge In Dr. Boddlngton's absence.
